The letter further states:

HE interests of the refiners and 

jobbers lie close together and the 

members of both phases of the 
trade should work together to make the 
independent oil industry bigger an 
better. 

That is what Judge C. D. Chamberlin, 
secretary and general counsel of the Na- 
tional Petroleum Association, told his 
hearers in an address at the Western 
Jobbers’ convention. Judge Chamberlin 
presided over the sessions of the conven- 
tion on Refiners’ Day. 

His address in part was as tollows 

Growth of Industry 

“Perhaps it may be said that no industry 
in the short period of a life time has 
made so great progress as the petroleum 
industry. Mark its increase by decades 
In 1859 one well was brought in of 25 
barrels per day. In 1859 the production 
was 2,000 barrels. In 1860, 5,000,000 bar- 
rels ; 1870, 20,000,000 barrels ; 1880, 25,000, 
000 barrels; 1890, 35,000,000 barrels ; 1900, 
76,000,000 barrels; 1910, 210,000,000 bar- 
rels, and last year 340,000,000 barrels. In 
the present year it is estimated the pro- 
duction will reach 388,000,000 barrels. In 
1854 one still of 5 barrels’ capacity was 
the beginning of refining petroleum. Now 
there are 234 refineries, of a yearly capa- 
city of over 350,000,000 barrels, and more 
are building. At the beginning one prod- 
uct was produced and now the products 
are mnumerable. 

“It may fairly be said that petroleum 
is the most important industry, next to 
the production of food. That is, it is the 
production and saving of energy—the 
production by internal combustion fluid 
and saving by lubrication. The former 
includes, of course, gasoline and fuel oils, 
the latter lubricants. It is estimated that 
80 per cent of the total developed horse 
power of the United States is by internal 
combustion 

“Take, for illustration, automobiles: In 
1910 there were 400,000 cars. In 1917 it 
is estimated there were 4,200,000 cars, each 
using on an average annually 10 barrels, 
or 500 gallons, per car. It is estimated 
that there will be 4,500,000 motor vehicles 
this year, requiring 45,000,000 barrels of 
gasoline Industrial power, launches 
requiring 6,000,000 barrels 
Exports, 12,000,000 barrels; 
or 63,000,000 barrels of gasoline must. be 


tractors, etc.,

furnished this year. The average yield 
from all crudes is about 20 per cent, and 
will give, say, 60,000,000 barrels, to which 
add the casinghead and absorption gaso 
line, 5,000,000 barrels, and we have enough 
to meet all demands and leave a slight 
margin. 


“But 1f the export demand increases, the 


production may be increased possibly 2 or 
3 per cent, so that the balance is close but 
reassuring. Less road oil can be made 
with an increase of material for cracking. 
Coal can be used where oil is being burned 
for producing steam, which oil may be 
cracked, thus assuring a margin of safety 
in the production of gasoline or motor 
fluid. But the production of either gaso- 
line or fuel oil must not be pushed to the 
extent of losing lubricating products, or 
the motive machinery will be ‘frozen.’ 
Conservation 

“Gasoline, however, is fairly illustrative 
of the refining industry. Should it fail, 
all things must slow down and billions in 
values go out of existence. It is time 
that the refining industry take a careful 
accounting. If there is preventable waste 
there should be a studied elimination of 
such waste. Refinery methods should be 
carefully reviewed. 

“The Bureau of Mines shows a daily 
production of 7,000,000 gallons or a little 
over 51,000,000 barrels per annum, used 
as follows: 


Commercial cars ..1,300,000 bbls., or 19% 


Pleasure cars ..... 2,000,000 bbls., or 29% 
Motor boats, etc... .2,049,000 bbls., or 30% 
Wastage . ........ 1,500,000 bbls., or 22%

The constitutional amendment author- 
izes the levy of income taxes directly 
upon the income without limitation as 
to the rate. This idea of taxing incomes 
is correct, but it was a great mistake 
that such power was granted without 
fixing a limitation or at least making it 
mandatory that the levies be at the 
same rate without income classification 
or rate graduation. 

Any method of administering govern- 
ment which penalizes industry and en- 
ergy is a false one and is not conducive 
to the advancement and progress of 
society 

This Excess Profits Tax, imposed on 
those only who have a vocation, is 
drastic in the extreme, not only that, 
but its provisions are so vague, complex 
and cumbersome that we are in the 
dark in our efforts to comply with it. 
It should be recognized only as a war 
measure No justification or color 
should be given it in any other light 

Not Confined to War Profits 

As finally enacted, the law entirely 
departs from the principle of taxation 
on war profits. “Excess profits” is a 
misnomer which probably had its origin 
in the original intention to tax only the 
excessive profits derived by concerns 
by reason of the war. As interpreted, 
it has no peculiar application to war 
profits, but in many instances hits the 
industry hardest which is least benefited 
by the war 
Recognizing it as an expedient, altho

Invitations to submit tenders tor 
furnishing 100,000 cars are in the hands 
of builders now, the purchasing divi 
sion of the railroad administration hay 
ing sent out hurry up calls to the build 
ers a week ago. They were advised to 
bring in tenders in a week or ten days, 
on the theory that the administratiotr 
would order 100,000 cars now and about 
50,000 more within six months

NEW YORK, March 29.—The char- 
acter of the export trade in petroleum 
has undergone a great change since the 
world war began. Prior to 1914. for- 
eign shipments of illuminating oil were 
regarded as the sheet anchor of our 
export trade, but in the last three years 
war needs have been expressed in an 
enormous demand for gasoline, pri- 
marily and to scarcely less a degree in 
the heavy requirements for fuel and 
lubricating oil. Gasoline exports since 
1914 have increased more than 100 per 
cent, while foreign, shipments of illu 
minating oil have decreased 40 per cent 

In 1917 exports of petroleum prod 
ucts established a new high record, but 
the gain over 1916 was only 1.5 per cent 
According to government returns, ex 
ports of all petroleum products were

Anti-Freeze Compounds 
Hit By U. S. Bureau 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Th 


United States Bureau of Standards of 


the Department of Commerce has is- 
sued the following report on anti-freeze 
compounds for use in automobile radi- 
ators: 

“The ideal anti-freezing compound is 


one that will prevent freezing of the 


radiator liquid without injuring either 


engine or radiator, that will not lose its 
non-freezing properties after continued 


use and that does not materially change 


the boiling point of the water when 


dissolved in it
